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Soviet 
official in 
Pakistan 
for Afghan 
talks 

ISLAMABAD, Feb 10, (AP): A 
senior Soviet Foreign Ministry 
official met with his Pakistani 
counterparts today to discuss 
Moscow’s new offer of a May 
troop pullout from Afghanistan . 

A spokesman for Pakistan's 
Foreign Ministry said Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Yuli 
Vorontsov met with Zain 
Noorani, Minister of State for' 
Foreign Affairs, and Abdul Sat- 
tar, the Foreign Ministry 
Secretary. Details of their talks 
were not disclosed. 

Informed Pakistani, govern- 
ment sources said Vorontsov, 
who arrived earlier in the day, 
was on a “flexible schedule” to 
allow him to discuss the sudden 
momentum toward an 
agreement ending the Red 
Army’s eight-year involvement 
in the Afghan conflict. 

On Monday, Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev announced 
his troops would begin pulling 
out of Af ghanistan on May 15 if 
Islamabad and Kabul sign a 
peace accord by March IS. 

The following day, UN 
mediator Diego Cordovez 
announced . after a three-week 
shuttle mission in the region there 
was “virtual agreement” on a set- 
tlement of the war between 
Soviet-Afghan forces and 
guerrillas of the Muslim resis- 
tance. 

Pullout 

With only logistical details of a 
Soviet pullout remaining, accor- 
ding to Cordovez, the focus has 
turned to the make-up of a tran- 
sitional Kabul government that 
would preride during the withdr- . 
awal period. 

Gorbachev said complete 
withdrawal will take 10 months, 
but Pakistan’s State Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Zain Noorani, 
said yesterday that Islamabad 
wants to bring it down to “one 
digit,” meaning nine months or 
less.

Rival groups contesting rural 
village elections in Ban- 
gladesh battled with guns, 
bombs and knives today, kill- 
ing more than 80 people, 
police said. More than 1,000 
people were reported injured. 

They said at least 300 people 
were arrested and voting was sus- 
pended in more than 500 centres 
due to “unprecedented” viol- 
ence. 

Opposition leaders said, 
however, that at least 100 were 
killed and more than 2,000 
injured. 

Vowed 

The skirmishes triggered fears 
of more violence during 
parliamentary elections next 
month which the. major opposi- 
tion parties have vowed to 
boycott 

Eleven people were shot dead 
in southern Chittagong district. 
Five others died in western Jes- 
so re area and three in Pabna in 
the north. 

Four people were killed in 
Jam alp ur, two in Keraniganj, 
three in Noakbali and oneeach m 
Narayanganj and Chandpur. 
Nine people died elsewhere in the 
country. • 

Police said more than 1,000 
people were injured in the 
violence across the country. 

. Tayeb Uddin, the nation’s 
Deputy -Inspector General - of 
Police, said the 300,000 polk* 
and- -"paramilitary - troops 
deployed to maintain security 
nationwide were under “serious 
strain.”

US urges Israel to 
accept peace plan 


TEL AVIV, Feb 10, (Agencies): 
The United States urged Israel 
today to accept an international 
meeting in April to launch 
negotiations on the future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, as the death toll in anti- 
Israeli unrest rose to 53. 

US envoy Richard Murphy 
presented Israeli leaders with a 
peace plan that called for an 
"international opening” leading 
to direct Arab-Israeli talks on 
Palestinian self-rule in the 
territories, an Israeli official told 
reporters. 

Negotiations on a permanent 
settlement would start at the end 
of this year, regardless of the 
progress of talks on interim self- 
administration, he said. 

Intended 

The official was briefing 
reporters after Murphy, ending a 
four-nation tour, met Israeli 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
to press a new US initiative inten- 
ded to end more than two mon- 
ths of violence in the occupation 
zones. 

Peres immediately welcomed 
the US plan but right-wing Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, who 
met Murphy last night, voiced 
reservations about American 
attempts to speed up the 
negotiating process envisaged in 
the 1978 Israeb- Egyptian Camp 
David peace accords. 

Peres said US Secretary of 
State George Shultz would take 


the proposals to Soviet leaders 
this month and their response 
would be crudaL 

In Tunis, the PLO rejected the 
reported US proposals, saying 
they did not mention the even- 
tual creation of an independent 
Palestinian state. 

As sporadic unrest continued, 
a spokeswoman for Beersbeba's 
Soroka Hospital said a resident 
of Gaza’s Mugazi refugee camp, 
Imad Mahmoud Amlawi, 22, 
died of heart failure today after 
being shot in . the neck and 
paralysed by troops last month. 

Disperse 

His death brought to 53 an 
unofficial toll compiled by 
Reuters ofPalestinians who have 
died since widespread riots erup- 
ted on December 9. 

In the teeming Sha'ti refugee 
camp in the Gaza Strip, troops 
opened fire to disperse some 200 
stone-throwing Palestinians, 
wounding two in the legs, witnes- 
ses said. 

Security sources said troops 
also shot and wounded two 
Palestinians in the legs in unrest 
in the West Bank city of Nablus, 
where a nine-day curfew was lif- 
ted today. 

The occupation authorities lif- 
ted curfews on about 150,000 
residents of the West Bank today 
but nearly 80,000 remained 
under curfew in the towns of 
Kalkilya and Tulkarem and

US to close 
PLO mission 
in UN 

WASHINGTON, Feb 10, (AP): 
Attorney-General Edwin Meese 
ID has decided to dose the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation's 
UN observer mission in New 
York despite reservations by the 
State Department, Congres- 
sional and other sources said 
today. 

Meese conduded legislation 
adopted by Congress last 
December should be binding 
even though the status of the 
mission under international law 
was ambiguous, said the sources. 

.Meese, who is presently in 
Spain, had planned to announce 
the derision on Friday or early 
next week, the sources said. They 
said Meese had come down on 
the side of Congress. 

The sources said Abraham 
Sofaer, the legal adviser at the 
State Department, had raised 
concerns about the impact such a 
closure would have. 

The PLO’s Information Office 
in Washington was ordered 
closed last year by the depart- 
ment. The House by a 365-49 
vote, and the Senate by overwhel- 
ming voice vote, insisted on clos- 
ing the mission in New York as 
well. 

Congressman Jack Kemp, 
who played a leading role, wrote 
Meese recently that President 
Reagan had described the PLO 
as “the world's most vicious 
terrorist organisation.”

Israel threatens Greek captains 


ATHENS. Feb 10, (Reuter): A 
spokesman for PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat said today that Israel 
threatened Greek ship captains 
with death to stop them taking 
Palestinian deportees on a 
voyage back to Israel. 

The spokesman, Bassam Abu 
Sharif, told a news conference 
that because of the alleged 
threats the PLO was not disclos- 
ing the sailing time of the “Ship 
ofRetuni-” 

“Shipowners, captains and 
their families have received 
threats against their lives . . . 
Israel has declared an open and 
secret war, Abu Sharif said. 


“The ship will sail, but there is 
a real war going on. There is a 
secret war and an-open war,” he 
said. 

Abu Sharif said the “Ship of 
Return” would leave the Greek 
port of Piraeus for the northern 
Israeli port of Haifa as planned. 

Journalists making the voyage 
said the vessel was unlikely to 
leave after dark and would 
probably sail on Thursday. 

Israel has said it will turn back 
theship. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said yesterday that the 
vessel was “loaded with mur- 


derers.’ 


Lord Christopher Mayhew, a 
former British Labour Party 
minister, said. 

Criticism 

■ Mayhew is malting the voyage 
with about 200 personalities 
including Bishop Jacques Gaillot 
of Evreux, France, who told the 
news conference: “1 came to take 
part in this voyage as an expres- 
sion of solidarity with Palestin- 
ians who have suffered.”

DESCRIBING the situation 
confronting Kuwait as 
“extremely delicate,” HH the 
Amir has urged the armed forces 
to increase their readiness. 

The Amir, who is the Supreme 
Commander of the Kuwaiti 
armed forces, visited the Defence 
Ministry yesterday. 

He asked the aimed forces to 
“remain a shield protecting 
Kuwait and its habitants.” 

In a separate development. 
Rear Adm. Anthony Less, who 
will assume command of all US 
Naval forces in the Gulf and 
nearby waters about March 1, 
met in Kuwait yesterday with the 
Defence Minister. Sheikh Nawaf 
AI Ahmed. 

Cooperation 

Less was accompanied by 
Rear Adm. Harold J- Berasen, 
outgoing commander of the US 
Navy's Gulf-based Middle East 
Force, and other senior officers. 
A Kuwait Defence Ministry 
statement said they discussed 
“bilateral cooperation and 
developments in the region, par- 
ticularly the war.” 

Daring & vial to Kuwait last 
month US Defence Secretary 
Frank Carlucci reiterated 
American support for the 
security of Kuwait and indicated 
the United States would come to 
the aid of Kuwait in the event of 
an Iranian attack. 

In the Gulf, Iran flexed its sud- 
denly revived air power with a 
helicopter attack on a Liberian- 
flag ou tanker, shipping officials 
said as Iraq claimed two more 
raids on Iranian tankers over- 
night. 

The helicopter raid, the first on 
a ship in about a year, followed 
by eight days, a similar attack by 
one of Iran's aged F-4 Phantom 
jets on another tanker — coin- 
cidentally also flying the 
Liberian flag. 

The Feb 2 raid was the first 
time any of I ran’s aging US-built 
warplanes had attacked a vessel 
in the Gulf in more than two 
years. Iran since that time has 
depended mainly on naval 


frigates and armed speedboats as 
it preys on neutral shipping in 
retaliation for Iraqi air raids. 

Iraq's official news agency, 
reported that Iraqi jets had flown 
76 sorties and helicopters 
another 32 along the 730-mile 
(1,1 60 km) war front. At the same 
time, it said President Saddam 
Hussein had met with top-rank- 
ing commanders “to review the 
situation.” . 

For the past three months, 
Iran has been expected to launch 
a major winter offensive, but the 
operation has not yet taken shape 
and there have been no reports 
from satellite monitors of a mass- 
ing of forces that would indicate 
it is imminent. 

An officer aboard the 38,795- 
ton tanker Veronique told an 
American NBC televirion crew 
that his vessel, loaded with Saudi 
Arabian crude oil, was attacked 
"without warning” and “many, 
•many times” by the helicopter, 
over a two-hour period begin- 
ning about 11:30 pm (1930 
GMT), some 40 miles (65 
kilometres) off Dubai. 

Caused 

The ship was riddled with 
machine-gun fire and had a gap- 
ing hole, apparently caused by a 
rocket, on its port ride near the 
waterline. There were no reports 
of casualties among the crew, 
mostly South Koreans. 

The officer said be could not 
identify the helicopter by type or 
nationality but shipping 
executives, who asked not to be 
named, said there was no doubt it 
was Iranian. 

Earlier, Lloyd's shipping 
intelligence unit, based in Lon- 
don, said the Veronique had been 
ambushed by an Iranian frigate. 

Iraq's official news agency said 
Iraqi warplanes attacked two 
“large naval targets”, meaning 
Iranian tankers, overnight, scor- 
ing “accurate and effective hits.” 
The raids were the fifth and sixth 
claimed by Baghdad this month 
and raised the year's total to 18. 
Not all have been independently 
verified.

Saudi Arabia’s foreign minister 
urged a Middle East settlement 
and offered help in efforts to 
impose a worldwide arms 
embargo against Iran in talks 
yesterday with Secretary of Slate 
George Shultz, according to a US 
official. 

Prince Saud Al Faisal, who 
was recently in Moscow, said he 
would keep trying to persuade 
the Soviets to support a United 
Nations resolution to impose 
sanctions against Iran if itdid not 
quit fighting in the Gulf, said the 
official, who demanded anon- 
ymity. 

‘ The Soviets voted for the 
•ceasefire in the UN Security 
Council last July, but have 
hesitated about a US-backed 
resolution to enforce it with an 
arms embargo. Their veto power 
means they could kill sanctions if 
the resolution was pul to a vote. 

Encourage 

The foreign minister, accom- 
panied by Prince Bandar, the 
Saudi Ambassador, also 
encouraged the United States to 
try to end violence on the Israeli- 
held West Bank and in Gaza and 
to seek an overall Middle East 
settlement, said the official. 

Prince Saud also met for about 
15 minutes with President 
Reagan and senior aides. White 
House spokesman Marlin Fitz- 
water said. 

Fitzwa ter said Reagan assured 
the foreign minister of the US 
commitment to the security of 
theGulfand the search for an end 
to the Iran-Iraq war. 

In another development. 
Undersecretary of Stale Michael 
Armacost postponed a trip to 
Israel and the Gulf to help make 
preparations for the next round 
of US-Soviet talks. State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Red- 
man said.

ROME, Feb 10, (Reuter): Italy’s 
Christian Democrat Prime Mini- 
ster, Giovanni Goria, resigned 
today after repeated defeats in 
Parliament. 

Goria, who has headed a five- 
party coalition since last July 29, 
banded his resignation to 
President Francesco Cossiga, 
officials at the head of state’s 
palace announced. 

They said Cossiga bad

government business. This is a 
normal formula when govern- 
ments resigns in Italy. 

Goria has been under heavy 
pressure to step down for several 
weeks after rebel deputies, 
mainly from his own Christian 
Democrat (DC) party, 
repeatedly voted with the 
opposition in secret ballots to 
reject articles of the 1 988 budget 
and finance bill.

South Africa crushes coup 
bid in Bophuthatswana

MMABATHO, Feb 10, (Agen- 
cies): Dissident homeland Aimy 
officers ousted Bophuthatswana 
President Lucas Mangope early 
today, but South African sol- 
diers invaded the tribal territory 
and restored him to power less 
than IS hours later.

Journalists who entered the 
stadium behind the South 
Africans saw 40 to 50 Bophuth- 
atswana soldiers ordered to lie on 
the ground. They were searched 
and taken away in South African 
vehicles after Mangope and 
other homeland ministers were 
freed. 

Witnesses said the military 
raid on the capital of Mmabatho 
was led by Gen. Jannie Gelden- 
huys. the commander of the 
South African Armed Forces.

Nine dead in hurricane 



LONDON, Feb 10, (UPI): 
Atlantic hurricane-force winds 
swept into northern England and 
Scotland today, leaving a toll of 
at least nine dead and a trail of 
power-cuts, destruction and 
fallen* trees across southern 
Britain and Ireland. 

The Irish Republic, which 
took gusts of up to 107 miles ah 
hour (172 kph), reported five 
people killed in storm-related 
accidents. Four, including a Dan- 
ish seaman washed overboard in 
the Atlantic, perished elsewhere. 

British weathermen, who 
reported gusts of up to 1 10 mph 
(117 kph) on the southwestern 
seaboard, warned people in nor- 
thern England ana Scotland to 
remain indoors as the storm 
headed north. 

Ireland's power company, the 
ESB, said 35,000 homes were 
without electricity, 24 hours after 
the winds blew down pylons and 
power lines and ripped roofs and 
building. 

In the most dramatic incident,

A swinging farm gate caught 
the wind crushed a 5 2-y ear- 
old woman to death against a 
wall in county Kerry. But police 
said no one was injured m the 
collapse of a derelict three-story 
building blown down during the 
night in Dublin. 

In Northern Ireland, auth- 
orities said about 12,000 homes 


were without electricity after 
power lines were blown down.

And a double-decker bus carry- 
ing 14 schoolchildren was blown 
into a ditch in Lancashire in nor- 
thwestern England. No one was 
injured.

BEIRUT, Feb 10, (AP): Gun- 
men kidnapped today the daugh- 
ter of a wealthybuanessman liv- 
ing in West Beirut, and Palestin- 
ian refugees in south Lebanon 
staged a strike to protest the 
abduction last week of two Scan- 
dinavian UN relief workers.

Roula Freii, 16, was being driven 
to school this morning when the 
car she was riding in was inter- 
cepted by two gunmen off the 
busy Hamra ’ commercial 
thoroughfare. 

The gunmen dragged Miss 
Freij out of her family’s chauf- 
feur-driven car, forced her into 
their green Mercedes-Benz 
automobile and sped away, said 
the spokesman. 

Strike 

“We believe this is a kidnap- 
ping for ransom,” he added. 

Miss Freij is the daughter 0 f 
Atallah Freij, a wealthy busines- 
sman who owns a chain of men’s 
clothes shops named after the 
family. • - 

Sons of prominent Christian 


and Muslim families have been 
kidnapped in the past and let go 
for ransom. This was the first 
time that a girl has been selected 
for abduction. 

In south Lebanon, Palestinian 
refugees went on strike at five 
camps to protest the kidnapping 
of Jan Stening, 44, a Swede, and 
William Jorgensen, 58, a Nor- 
wegian. 

Schools and shops were also 
closed in Ein El-Hilweh and 
Mieh Mieh in Sidon, and Tyre’s

Shimali shantytowns. 

The two men. employees of the 
United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency, which cares for 
Palestinian refugees, were kid- 
napped near Sidon, 40 
kilometres south of Beirut, on 
Friday.

Hong Kong rules out reform 


HONG KONG, Feb 10, 
(Reuter): The Hong K ong gover- 
nment today ruled out any major 
political changes before 1991, a 
decision certain to trigger strong 
protests from pressure groups 
wanting direct elections to the 
oolony's Legislative Council. 

The colonial government said 
in a white paper published today 
that it recognised the need for 
directly elected members but 
would not introduce elections 
until 199k 

Hong Kong reverts to Chinese 
sovereignty in 1997. 

The white paper proposed that 
10 of the 56 legislative council 


members would be directly elec- 
ted from new constituencies scat- 
tered throughout Hong Kong 
island, Kowloon and the new 
territories. 

At present, the Legislative 
Council is a consultative body 
with no veto power that debates 
policies decided by senior gover- 
nment officers and a handful of 
influential Hong Kong citizens. 

Introducing the white paper, 
chief secretary Sir David Ford 
said: “One message has come 
through loud and clean the peo- 
ple of Hong Kong want more 
representative government.” 
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WASHINGTON, Feb 10, (AP): 
The US State Department today 
described South Korea’s sweep- 
ing 1987 political changes as 
major steps toward' democracy 
that open the way for significant 
developments in human rights. 

But torture and other police 
abuses, especially in political 
cases, remained “a pervasive and 
ingrained problem.’' said 
Richard Shifter, Assistant 
Secretary of State for Homan 
Rights, in the 1 ,358-page annual 
reports on human rights prac- 
tices for 1987 covering 1 69 coun- 
tries and territories.

Aquino turns down power-sharing offer 

Rebels must lay down arms 


MANILA, Feb 10, (AP): 

President Corazon Acjuino said 
today that communist rebels 
should lay down their arms and 
run for public office if they want 
to share power. 

Mrs Aquino made the com- 
ment following reports that the 
rebels had called on the govern- 
ment to accept power-sharing to 
spare the country an all-out civil 
war. 

“My comment is they should 
rim in the elections and if people 
elect them, then that is the time 
they should share power,” Mrs 
Aquino told reporters. - 

Filipino reporters said the 
rebel offer was made Monday 
during a broadcast by a clandes- 
tine radio station which was 
monitored in the southern 
Philippines. 

During the broadcast, two 
commentators indentified as 
Rafael Rojo and Ligaya Mag- 
tanggol . urged Mrs Aquino to 


accept “collective leadership” 
and said the rebels were ready “to 
join the mainstream and share 
power through a coalition gover- 
nment.'’ 

The government rejected a 
power-sharing formula with the 
rebel National Democratic 
Front during peace talks, which 
broke down in January 1987. 

Killing 

Leftist candidates fared 
poorly in congressional elections 
last May and in regional ballot- 
ing in January. No other national 
elections are scheduled until the 
end of Mrs Aquino's term m 
1992. 

In related developments, the- 
military today said at least four 
people were lulled and four oth- 
ers injured, including a town 
mayor, during a series ol insur- 
gency-related incidents since 
Monday.

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Arabs urged 
to formulate 
new military 
strategy 

ABU DHABI, Feb 10, (Reuter): 
A prominent Egyptian strategist 
wants Arab states to formulate a 
new military strategy to defend 
their national security. 

“We. the Arabs, have to be 
prepared to encounter develop- 
ments which might face us in the 
next few years,” Field Marshal 
Abdul Ghani Al Gamasi, 
Egypt's former Defence Mini- 
ster, said in a lecture last night. 

'To achieve this goal, all Arab 
stales should be united in a new 
strategy with a clear and defined 
objective which is safeguarding 
national security.” 

Gamasi, 67, said Israel was a 
stronger military power than the 
combined Arab states. 

“This should prompt the 
Arabs to strengthen their 
military power, not in men but in 
firepower and combat capability 
.... 1 think realising thus goal 
would not only achieve strategic 
balance with Israel, but also 
could give us an edge,” he said. 

“But that does not mean that- 
the Arab world should become a 
military camp. Power should be 
used to support the political fac- 
tor.” 

Gamasi, second in enmmand 
of the Egyptian armed forces 
during the 1973 Arab-lsraeli war, 
said a political solution to the 
.Arab-israeli conflict should be 
brought about through an inter- 
national conference. 

“But what if the conference 
failed .... I would say the conflict 
will persist and other alternatives 
are available,” he said. 

Gamasi said he hoped the 
Palestinian uprising in the 
Israeli-occupied territories 
would continue and escalate. 

Asked later how the uprising 
should be supported, he said 
“help should primarily come 
from the Palestinian themselves 
.... I propose that Palestinian 
fighters outside ihe occupied 
areas move in to back the upris- 
ing since the land is theirs and 
they know its nature better.” 

Gamasi said Iran and Iraq had 
achieved a strategic balance so 
that neither could win the Gulf 
war through military means. 

“Iraq is superior in the air but 
this is counter-balanced by Iran's 
superiority in troop number and 
morale, ground-to-ground mis- 
siles and Navy,” he said.

A MIDDLE EAST AIDS con- 
ference urged states in (he region 
to lak e steps locurbthesp read of 
the fatal disease even if they have 
no cases at presenL a senior Arab 
health official said yesterday. 

Hussein Abdul Razzaq Al 
Jazairi. World Health Organisa- 
tion (WHO) Director for the 
Eastern Mediterranean, told 
reporters the conference recom- 
mended that each sLaic set up an 
AIDS committee if it had not 
already done so. 

The commi t tee should be com- 
posed of education, health, 
interior and social affairs 
officials to advise governments 
on how to act, he said . 
Undetected 

Only 78 AIDS cases have been 
reported in WHO’s Eastern 
Mediterranean region, which 
stretches from Morocco to Pak- 
sitan. 

But experts warn that the 
human immune-deficiency virus 


(HIV) that causes it is spreading 
and will 


throughout the region 
trigger a rash of new victims in 
the coming years. 

As of last month, more than 
77.000 cases had been reported 
worldwide,.mosl of them in the 
United Slates, Europe and Africa. 

In the early stages of the 


epidemic there may be as many as 
100 undetected HIV carriers for 
every reported AIDS case, 
WHO’s AIDS Director Jon- 
athan Mann told the conference, 
which ended today. 

Up to 40 per cent of HIV 
carriers get AIDS, but the symp- 
toms may not appear for several 
years. Jazairi said each state 
should lake its own preventive 
steps. 

“Some countries have large 
tourist populations, others large 
numbers of foreign workers. 
Some have many AIDS cases, 
others have none. Each state 
must take the appropriate 
measures." 

Balanced . 

'Jazairi said there was no 
reason for Middle East slates to 
require HIV blood tests of the 
general population. “We have 
stales that have tested 70,000 to 
80,000 people and found not a 
single HIV carrier." 

“Testing must be balanced, 
and depend on the degree of dan- 
ger,” he said. 

Several Arab Gulf stales 
require foreign workers to be tes- 
ted for the virus when they 
request residence visas. 

WHO has criticised the blan- 
ket testing of foreign tourists and 


visitors, required by Iraq. But it 
has not made specific recommen- 
dations on how states should 
treat their foreign residents. 

The conference, attended by 
health officials from 21 countries 
and Arab and Western experts, 
heard frequent calls for 
programmes to educate people 
on how AIDS spreads. 

The HIV virus is transmitted 
through sex, blood and from 
mother to child. In the Middle 
East, sexual contact — both 
homosexual and hetrosexual — 
and transfusions of infected 
imported blood are blamed for 
most cases.

Four new orphanages 
opened in Malawi 


AHMAD Al Bahar of the 
African Muslims Committee in 
Kuwait has said that the charity 
has opened four new orphanages 
in Malawi and three others in 
Kenya. He said that the charity 
sponsors 4, 500 orphans through- 
out Africa. Hie committee has 
opened a number of schools and 
mosques as well as two Islamic 
centres in Malawi. 

So far fifty people in Malawi 
had embraced Islam and the 
committee had prepared a 
special programme to give them 
religious teaching and instruc- 
tion. The committee is starting a 


project to provide 38 health cen- 
tres in Malawi to provide free 
health care and medicine to peo- 
ple of all creeds. 

AI Bahar also announced that 
the charity has sent quantities of 
foodstuffs to starving Muslims in 
the Sudan to the value of 
KD 10,000. 

- The charity recently began 
using a computer to coordinate 
its activities. Recently it has sig- 
ned an agreement with Morocco 
covering the supply of teachers of 
Islam and Arabic, doctors and 
engineers to work for the com- 
mittee among African Muslims. 


More teachers needed 


RASHEED Al Hamad, Assis- 
tant Undersecretary responsible 
for planning and development at 
the Ministry of Education has 
said that Kuwaiti graduates are 
reluctant to become teachers. He 
said there were several economic 
and social reasons for this reluc- 
tance but the main ones were the 
low status given to teachihg and 
the low salaries they received in 
comparison to other sectors of 
the economy. 

A] Hamad explained that 
there are 27,500 school teachers 
in the Ministry of Education of 
whom 4 1 .5 per cent are K u waitis. 


In kindergartens 84 per cent of 
the teachers are Kuwaitis, 'but 
this figuredrops to 7 1 per cent for 
primary school teachers, 29 per 
cent forintermediate schools and 
only 17 per cent for secondary 
schools. 

Mr Al Hamad said that his 
ministry has taken several steps 
to try and attract Kuwaiti 
graduates, info the profession. 
New information programmes 
to change the sodaT status of the 
profession have been 
inaugurated and also salaries 
and allowances of Kuwaiti tea- 
chers have been increased.

WlTHtheexccpdon ofa visit- 
ing Scottish comedian who 
once described the Kuwait 
Towers as “the biggest cruel in 
the world,” ihere can be few 
visitors to Kuwait who have 
not been awestruck by their 
first sight of the futuristic sym- 
bol of this new city. From the 
ground or from out at sea the 
Towers are an inspiring space- 
age image, especially when 
Qlummated.at night They, in 
turn, offer a breathtaking pan- 
oramic view of the city, coast 
and sea from either the 
observation platform, res- ' 
taurantorcafe at the top ofthe 
largest tower. Certainly one 
shouldn't tea Ye Kuwait with- 
out enjoying -the spectacular 
view while eating a snack in Le 
Cafe or a meal in the Horizon 
Kstumut 

From 1230 pm the Horizon 
restaurant offers a three course 
lunch buffeL If you get there 
early you can be sure of a win- 
dow seat, but every table m the 
restaurant has a good view. As 
everyone is busy gazing out 
over the city while they eat, the 
decor is r of secondary impor- 
tance, but it is nevertheless tas- 
tefully done in dusky shades of 
pink and blue. The black, 
domed, speckled ceiling creates 
a planetarium-like atmosphere 
and the buffet table is arranged 
around a reassuringly massive 
central pillar. 

The range and quality of the 
salad buffet certainly equals 
that of some of the top res- 
taurants in Kuwait. Everything 
was beautifully fresh and tasty. 

In addition to all the usual mez- 
zeh and salads, there were some 
original creations such as a 


dekghffiil salad" df ^potatdesi buffet 


lentil and rice salad with a crun- 
chy onion topping.' Hot 
Khubuz was served at the table. 

By contrast the hot Hishas 
were a complete disappoint- 
ment. All of them bad the 
appearance, consistency and 
flavour of food that had been 
prepared many. hours before 
and reheated. Most of the dis- 
hes we tried were luke-warm, 
which was not improved by the 
fact that the plates were 
unheated. The mixed grill cons- 
isted of leathery pieces of meat 
or you could try a long-dead 
beef casserole. The hamour in 
saffron sauce did not live up to 
its' name, being bland, floury 
and stone-cold. There was an 
okra and meat stew which was 
quite tasty, but contained 
indigestible, hard, broad beans. 
The khouzi and fragrant 
biryani were the. best of the hot 
dishes but, surprisingly, no 
Dukkous (tomato sauce) was 
available — when we inquired 
we were offered ketchup or - 
tabasco! 

Fortunately the desserts 
were of a much higher stan- 
dard, the only exception being a 
very dry ginger cake. The rest of 
the gateaux were moist and 
fresh, there was an excellent 
cheese cake and a strawberry 
confection with the texture of 
clouds. There was a wide range 
of traditional Arabic desserts 
as well as profiteroles and 
choux pastry filled with coffee 
cream. 

The staff at the Towers are 
very helpful but there are too 
few people actually waiting at 
tables, whereas the man- 
agement seem to think it neces- 
sary to employ two hostesses to 
show you to your table, in addi- 
tion to a bead waiter toask you 
if you're enjoying your meal! 

The cost of the basiebuffet is 
KDS per bead, but beware of 
exLras such as soft drinks, water 
and coffee, which are all char- 
ged as extras. Our total bill 
came to KD1 2.600, which is 
expensive compared with other 
buffets around Kuwait where 
Lhe hot dishes are at leastedible. 
However, it’s certainly worth 
eating at the Towers for the 
view alone and the salads and 
desserts do provide a satisfying 
meaL

Getting the story 
is seldom easy

JOHANNESBURG, (AP): In a 
country where the media faces 
' constant obstacles, no one has it 
tougher than South Africa's 
blade journalists. 


Yet they consistently produce 
some of the most detailed report- 
ing on the complex situation in 
> this deeply divided country, and 
[play an increasingly prominent 
role in the anti-apartheid 
. movement. 

Several journalists have been 
among the thousands of black 
activists detained during a 19- 
month-old stale of emergency. 
Free-lance journalist Brian Soic- 
utu has been held the entire 
period without charge. 

The government also has 
/threatened to close leading 
; black-oriented newspapers, but 
-they continue to direct harsh 
criticism at the white authorities. 

Prominent 

“Since there are limited outlets 
'for black expression in South 

■ Africa, black journalists play a 
particularly important role in 

.articulating black aspirations 
'and frustrations,” said Keith 
Lister, the white publisher of the 
City Press. 

Black journalists make up vir-‘ 
lually the entire stafT of black- 
oriented — but white-owned — 
newspapers such as City Press 
and the Sowetan. A handful of 
blacks have prominent editing 
and writing posts at “white” 
newspapers like the Star of 
-Johannesburg, the nation's lar- 
gest daily and a frequent govern- 
ment critic. 

~ However, numerous attempts 
oyer the years to establish 

■ nationally circulated, black- 
. owned publications have failed, 

‘ usually for financial reasons. 

‘ % Until the 1970s, blacks wrote 
&&iosl exclusively for black 
Aabli cations that focused on the 
«&Sh.scene and sports, and had 
laQe' political content 
■' Only in the past two decades 
have mass-circulation black 
.publications become overtly 
political and regularly challen- 
ged the white-led government's 
•apartheid policies of racial 

■ segregation. 

.■ “Our young reporters now 
. consider themselves blacks first 
and journalists second,” said 
Aggrey Klaaste, editor of the 
' Sowetan. “They see their workas 
part of the political struggle in 
South Africa.” 

Like all South African jour- 
nalists. black reporters are 
abound by the extensive press res- 
trictions and state of emergency 
regulations that limit reporting 
on unrest, security force actions 
and a host of politically sensitive . 


matters. 

But black journalists face 
additional difficulties. 

Several publications aimed a: 
blacks, including New Nation 
and the Sowetan, are on the 
brink of closure for allegedly 
promoting organisations such as 
the outlawed African National 
Congress. 

The New Nation, a weekly fin- 
anced by the Roman Catholic 
church, appears closest to being 
shut down. It has challenged the 
government regulations in court. 

The Sowetan received an 
official warning fora story about 
the ANC condemning “necklac- 
ing." a practice by black radicals 
who set alight a gasoline-soaked 
ty re placed around the neck of a 
victim, usually a suspected 
government informer. The 
government complained that the 
article placed the ANC in 
favourable light. 

“It's a no-win situation.” said 
Klaaste. “If we report aggres- 
sively. we're going to be closed 
down. If we play by the govern- 
ment's rules, we lose credibility in 
the black community.” 


“White readers complain that 
I'm too radical, and black 
readers say I’m not radical 
enough,” said Jon Qwelane, a 
reporter and columnist for the 
Star. 

Qwelane and others say black 
reporters bristle when white 
editors start to talk about 
traditional journalistic objec- 
tivity. 

Destroyed 

“My house was bulldozed in a 
forced removal when I was 10,” 
Qwelane said. “I've been arres- 
ted, forced to ride on 'black’ 
buses and trains, denied the right 
to vole. How can I divorce my 
personal experiences from my 
reporting? 1 know what these 
people are feeling because I'm 
exactly in the same situation.” 

Many leading black journal- 
ists have been detained or arres- 
ted. 

Klaaste and Percy Qoboza. 
editor of the City Press until his 
death Jan 17, were held without 
charge for five months in 1977. 
Zwelakhe Sisulu, editor of the 
New Nation, has been detained 
since December 1986. Qwelane 
has been arrested several times, 
and is deaf in his right ear from a 
severe beating in 1977 by two 
white men he says were plain- 
clothes policemen. 

Some black reporters say their 
greatest fear is from the black 
community. 

Qwelane says that strictly for 
concern of his own personal 
safeLy. he has not written a 
column condemning “necklac- 
ing."

quo. 

Status quo 

The status quo, he said, is 
dependent on the United Suites, 
which bought 27 per cent of 
Indonesia's 329 million-barrel 
oil output for 1986-87 and will 
provide Si 90 million in foreign 
aid in the 1 987-88 fiscal year. 

“American aid has kept this 
government in the saddle for 20 
years," lamented Bratanaia.

000-member 
People's Consultative Assembly 
elects the president and vice- 
president 

Even if there were other can- 
didates it is impossible for 
anyone but Suharto to win.

Dead scientists ‘tell tales’

LONDON, (AP): When the 
body of a young nuclear lab tech- 
nician was found halfway down a 
cliff in western England, it came 
as a jolting reminder to some 
Britons of a puzzle that has 
intrigued the nation for 16 mon- 
ths. 

There has been a baffling str- 
ing of deaths, suicides and disap- 
pearances of scientists working 
on defence-related projects. 

Was it coincidence or a cons- 
piracy? 

Nothing has surfaced to sug- 
gest that it is more than just a 
bizarre chain of events. And. 
there is no known information 
linking the latest death to the 
previous ones. 

Secret 


Police began searching for 23- 
year-old Russell Smith in mid- 
January after he-vanished from 


his parent's home, -where- he 
lived: H e^had. preyiausfy-askep 


for a day off from his job at'the 
Atomic Energy Authority 
(AEA) in Harwell, SO kilometres 
(50 miles) west of London. 

Last week, police found 
Smith's car, containing a note, at 
a cllfftop parking lotat Boscastie 


in Cornwall, 240 kilometres ( 1 50 
miles) from Harwell. On Mon- 
day, they found Smith's body 
down the cliff. 

The cause of death and the 
content of the note have not been 
disclosed. The AEA says it 
knows of nothing to link Smith 
to the previous deaths. Police 
refuse to speculate on whether 
his death was related to security, 
crime, or a personal matter. 

The mystery of the dead scient- 
ists goes back to Aug 5, 1986, 
when Vhnal D&jibhai, 24, was 
found dead in the gorge below 
Clifton bridge^near Bristol. 
Suicide was suspected but the 
inquest left the verdict open. 

Dajibhai was a junior software 
engineer checking torpedo 
guidance systems at Marconi 
underwater systems in Watford, 
near London. It is not known

Violence by Jewish They are the most sailed Arab population

WASHINGTON, (AP): 

Incidents of violence by Jewish 
settlers against Palestinians 
increased last year, according to 
the annual State Department 
report to Congress on human 
rights around the world. 

The 20-page section on Israel 
and the occupied territories 
covers 1987 and therefore men- 
tions only briefly the violence 
that flared between Israelis and 
Palestinians in December and 
which continues to rage. 

The report docs not place 
blame for the unrest on either 
side, saying only that “much of 
the violence appears to have been 
spontaneous or locally gen- 
erated,” rather than -orches- 
trated by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation or other out- 
side groups. 

Shooting 

“Incidents of violence by 
Israeli settlers increased during 
the year, including the shooting 
death of one Palestinian youth, 
the use of unauthorised armed 
patrols, physical harassment, 
disruption of legally authorised 
political meetings, attacks on 
refugee camps,” the report said. 

Forty-two Palestinians were 
killed in 1987, most of them by 
Israeli gunfire, and some 300 
were wounded. Of those, 22 were 
killed and about 1 50 wounded in 
December's unrest, the State 
Department said. 

“In some cases, Israeli military 
authorities have prosecuted or 


taken administrative action 
against (Israeli) soldiers who 
have fired at unarmed Palestin- 
ians. However, Palestinians have 
charged that punishment of 
(Israeli) personnel is often light 
or is suspended," the report said. 

Palestinians were believed res- 
ponsible for killing two Israeli 
soldiers and six civilians in 1987, 
as well as the wounding of 135 
Israelis. 

Torture 

Although torture of Palestin- 
ian is forbidden by law, “Pales- 
tinians and international H uman 
rights organisations complain of 
■ widespread and systematic mis- 
treatment of prisoners,” includ-

Arab public opinion 
sympathised with the Palestin- 
ians. whereas the regimes did 
not. Arab regimes were dragged 
by public opinion into the con- 
frontation. "first with Zionism, 
then with Israel. Thai interaction 
continues to this day and limits 
the regimes' freedom of action,” 
commented University of 
Chicago historian Rashid 
Khalidi. 

Palestinians arc also widely 
noted for their adaptability and 
perseverance. Predominantly 
agrarian people before the crea- 
tion of Israel, they have - in the 
absence of land - become the 
most skilled Arab population. 

“We are the Jews of the Arab 
world." a young Palestinian once 
said referring to the emphasis on 
education.

“When an agrarian society 
loses its land, it loses not only 
property, but livelihood.

A 
mobile or insecure population 
can't rely on fixed economic 
activity, like industry. It has to 
have mobile 'capital' that it can 
carry in its head.”

Stars of yesteryear facte into oblivion

THE whole oflast year and the 
beginning of this year has 
proved Tpnjinous* for the film 
mdustry, 'sihce many of its 
famous names have been snat- 
ched away by the icy hand of 
death. As many as fifteen film 
personalities passed away in 
1 987, which ended with the sud- 
den demise of M.G.R., uncr- 
owned king of Tamil cinema as 
well as politics. 

But the real tragedy is that 
the industry has not as yet set 
up any permanent memorial or 
museum, where their works 
could be preserved and remem- 
bered. In many cases, the film 
folks did not even bother to 
hold dr attend condolence 
meetings. 

While some big names, who 
also had political connections, 
may get statues or stamps in 
their memory, the rest are 
bound to be forgotten by the 
passage of time. One who richly 
deserves aD tributes is no doubt 
M.G.R. (Ramachandran) who 
was worshipped like a demi- 
god by milli ons in Tamil Nadu. 
He became a folk hero, rising 


from conditions of abject 
poverty to the highest place in 
bis realm. 

Surprisingly, .this champion 
of the Tamil people was neither 
born in Tamil Nadu nor belon- 
ged to that language. He came 
from a Malayalam-speaking 
family of Sri Lanka. His father 
Gopala Menon was a magis- 
trate and professor in Kandy, 
where M.G.R' was bom on 17 
January 1917. But within two 
years he lost his father and the 
burden of bringing up two sons 
fell on his mother, Satyab- 
hama. She migrated to Kum- 
bakonam in T amil Nadu and 
took up odd jobs. Amidst hun- 
ger and suffering, M.G.R 
learnt the Tamil alphabet in a 
village school. 

A t the age of seven , due to his 
good looks, he got a job in a . 
drama company. Thereafter 
followed many years of strug- 
gle and harassment which 
taught him a few lessons, till he 
got major roles and popular 
acclaim. 

While taking an active part in 
the politics of the struggle for 
freedom and becoming a foll- 
ower of M ahatma Gandhi and 
Annadurai, the stage actor drif-

NEW DELHI, India, (AP): A 
television series depicting the 
bloody rioting that marked the 
division of the subcontinent 4] 
years ago has provoked violent 
demonstrations and a court 
suit demanding the show be 
stopped. 

The Saturday-night series 
Tomas — Darkness in Hindi 
recreates the turbulent era in 
which an' estimated 500.000 
people were killed in riots bet- 
ween Hindus and Muslims as 
India and Pakistan gained 
independence from Britain in 
1947. 

The creation ofMuslim Pak- 
istan and Hindu-majority 
India also sjparked the largest 
migration in history. More 
than II million people fled 
from one country to the other 
to escape bloodshed. 

Tamas uses the partition and 
rioting as -the backdrops in its 
story about the people of a 
north Indian (own in 1947. The 
si* -part film, which began Jan 
9. seems disturbingly affecting, 
as evidenced by the reaction. 

In the city of Hyderabad last 
week, police opened fire to scat- 
ter a mob attacking a television 
station showing the serial. 
Three demonstrators were 
wounded by gunfire, and three 
others hurt in a club-swinging 
charge by police. 

A similar demonstration in 
New Delhi earlier left eight peo- 
ple injured by police clubs. 
Both protests were led by 
Hindu groups who complain 
that the show could rekindle 
past violence. 

“Tamas wifi reopen old 
wounds,” says Kedar Nath 
Sahni, vice president of the pro- 
Hindu Bharatiya Janata party. 
He also says the show gives the 
impression Lhat Hindu groups 
incited the violence. 

“Hundreds of thousands of 
Hindus who have seen parti- 
tion will feel lhat the govern- 
ment is trying to blame them for 
the violence,” he says. 

Criticised 

Others complain that the 
programme on government 
television — which controls all 
TV programming in India - 
could upset the country's 
fragile religious fabric. 

In India, tensions between 
Hindus and Muslims often 
erupt into violence. More than 
175 people died in Hindu- 
Muslim battles in north India 
last year. 

Eleven per cent of India’s 780 
million people are Muslims, 
and 82 per cent are Hindus.

Critics estimate that 100 
million people have watched 
the Ramayana. and say it has 
led to “a burst of neo-Hin- 
duism.” The show itself has not 
prompted any violence, 
however. 

Nirmal Goswami, a telev- 
ision critic for the India Post 
newspaper, said of the Tanias 
series that “the carnage of par- 
tition is a deep wound in the 
Indian mind” and that the 
series’ director, Govind 
Nihatani has reopened it. 

He said India’s millions of 
television viewers are “not lik- 
ely lo be amused by the whi- 
plash of realism that Tamas 
pretends to portray." 

“How are M uslims and Hin- 
dus in the small towns going to 
countenance the religious 

f iro vocations which emanate 
rom the film?” he asks. “It is ' 
entirely possible that the 
tolerance limits of these people • 
have been grossly overes- 
timated.” 

“Our trial memory rarely 
goes to sleep. It’s forever 
awake, restless, suspicious, 
wai ling for a little sign, a sound, 
a symbol to uncoil itself and 
plunge into a frenzy of crime,” 


Goswami mud. 

Last month, Javed Siddiqm, 
a Muslim businessman, made a 
similar argument in petitioning 
the Bombay high court to ban 
the show. 

“The serial is bound to revive 
the sad memories of both com- 
munities ... to poison the minds 
of the younger generation, to 
think and fed in terms of Hin- 
dus and Muslims being oppon- 
ents and enemies of each 
other,” he said. 

But the court thought other- 
wise, ruling that “Tamas is in 

3 ual part against fundamen- 
ism and extremists of both 
communities. The message is 
loud and clear, directed as it is 
against the sickness of com- 
munalism 

The Supreme Court upheld 
that judgement. People in 
Bombay also demonstrated in 
favourof the show, anda youth 
group in Andhra Pradesh state 
gave its national integration 
award to director Nihalani and 
the show's writer, Bhisham 
Salmi. ■ 

Muslim Parliament member 
Syed Shahabuddin also is in 
favour of the show, saying sec- 
larian brutality must be 
exposed before steps can be 
laken to counter it. 

“There is a basic goodness in ■ 


power with a massive mandate. 
And he continued to be Chief 
Minister till his death though in 
his last years, he had even lost 
his power of speech. 

.M.G. R. was not considered a 
good actor but he acted in 
dozens of hit films. Only a few 
of them were dubbed in Hindi, 
so that the all-India audience 
could see him in action. But 
they proved failures and 
M.G.R could never become a 
national figure. In the cinema 
of the South he has left a per- 
manent mark, with his 140 
popular films, made between 
1950 and 1978, after which he 
stopped acting. He also kept up 
his carefully cultivated image 
of a hero who never smoked or 
drank, always remained loyal 
tc one woman, safeguarded all 
others and respected the 
mother figure. He never died on 


the screen as his fans would not 
accept it. And when he really 
died, several people committed 
suicide. 

Popular 

Many popular actors of 
Hindi films also went into eter- 
nal sleep. Anwar H ussain, elder 
brother of Nargis Dutt and son 
of Jaddanbai used to' act from 
his childhood. He became a 
hero for some time in A. R. Kar- 
dar's films, after which he took 
to character acting, especially 
as a villain. His most memora- 
ble role came in Zia Sarhady’s 
“Humlog'V as the petty thief 
who betray s his close friend and 
co mmi ts suicide. 

Another successful villain 
was Jeevan, who started life in 
the early talkies. When his 
career got a setback, be began 
to play Narad Muni in myth- 
ological films and became 
popular with his “Narayan 
Narayan”. Then, Manmohan 
Desai again resurrected him as 
a v illain. Now his son Kiran 
Kumar is continuing the tradi- 
tion. 

Both Anwar and Jeevan suf- 
fered a long illness, as invalids, 
in their last years. Similarly, 
Surendra who was once a 
famous singer and actor: also 
lingered before his demise last 
year. Tall and handsome 
Surendra Nath arrived from 
Punjab and was at once hailed 
as Bombay's answer to Calcut- 
ta’s Saigal. The famous “Dev- 
das” role of the doomed lover 
had made Saigal a matinee idol. 
So Mehboob Khan made 
“Manmohan" with Surendra 
in a similar role and it clicked. 

He played many important 
roles in those early days, tike 
the good son in Aurat later 
played by Rajendra Kumar in 
Mother India. Surendra's gol- 
den hour came with Meb- 
boob’s slick romantic films 
with excellent music by Nau- 
shad. The highlight was Amnol 
Ghadi where Surendra was 
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The charismatic M.G.R .(left) in the dabbed Hindi film Raugeen 
Du iiiya — In spite of his immense popularity in the Sooth, he 
never became a national figure. 


paired with melody jqueen 
Nooijehan and sang evergreen 
songs like A waaz de kahan hai. 
His breezy sonorous voice hel- 
ped his image of a sad lover. An 
unusual but popular role he 
played was that of an absent- 
minded professor in Anokhi 
Ada. His heroine was Naseem 
(Saira Banu’s mother). Here 
too. he sang songs like Kyon 
rathe dn diyc, though Mukesh 
scored over him, in this very 
film. 

Soon, younger actors like 
Dilip Kumar and Raj Kapoor 
caught Mehboob's fancy and 
Surendra receded into charac- 
ter acting followed by 
retirement. Even his soft voice 
was not used in playback, as it 
would not suit the changed 
image of the hero. He felt 
neglected and died a broken- 
hearted man. Actress Meena 


Shorey also passed away after a 
spell of sickness and suffering 
last year. She has remained 
famous as the fat lara lappa girl 
of Ek Ttai LadkL But actually 
she started her career in the 
thirties in Sohrab Modi’s films 
like Sikand er as a charming 
heroine. After some years she 
turned to comedy with Roop 
K Shorey 's films. Then she 
migrated to Pakistan where she 
worked for a few years, till her 
death. 

Among other talents snat- 
ched away by 1 987. were: writer 
Inder Raj Anand, lyricists 
Rajinder Kishen, S H Bihari 
and Farooque Kaiser, com- 
posers Shankar and Jaidev, 
directors Khwaja Ahmed 
Abbas, John Abraham and 
Kedar Kapoor and of course 
above all there was the versatile 
Kishore Kumar.

“Fourth-best from your longest 
and strongest,” goes the old saw, 
and West dutifully tabled the three 
of dubs.

Since he has a sure entry with 
the ace of spades, he can then dedde 
how to continue. 

The lead of the king of dubs 
would have had a devastating effect 
here. One glance at dummy would 
have been enough to convince West 
of the futility of continuing the suit, 
and the shift to a low spade would 
have been obvious. That would have 
permitted the defenders to coOect 
the first seven tricks.

IRS steps up efforts 





US guidelines for overseas taxpayers

THE US Internal Revenue 
Service has stepped up efforts to 
reach out to the Americans and 
“green card” holders living over* 
seas with information that could 
save some of them thousands of 
dollars in tax and penalty 
payments. 

The IRS set up last month a 
Gulf regional office in Riyadh 
where the permanent represen- 
tative William Dennis Melton 
and an assistant will answer tele- 
phone and written inquiries. 

Melton, currently visiting 
Kuwait, said that his office and 
the visiting representatives from 
the US will help overseas tax- 
payers with guidelines on what is 
expected of them to do and help 
them prepare 1987 US Federal 
Income Tax returns. 

This has been increasingly 
necessary since the sweeping 
changes in the US income tax 
law, introduced last year, and of 
which many US tax payers are 


not fully aware.

Those who will benefit from 
the information the most are the 
US citizens and “green card” 
holders who fail to file the tax 
return, out of negligence or 
because they believe they don’t 
owe any money in taxes. Melton 
warns that all US citizens and 
green card holders must file a 
1987 return by April 15, 1989. 

' Income 

A major change for overseas 
taxpayers is the reduction in the 
foreign earned income exclusion 
from 580,000 to 70,000 for 1987 
and subsequent years. If those 
who earn 570,000 or less fail to 
file a timely tax return, and thus 
forego claiming the benefit, they 
will lose it 

Thus income which could have 
been excluded may be fully taxed 
and penalty charges and interest

would be added. This could 
amount to a great deal of money 
for someone who, had he filed the 
return, would have paid nothing, 
said Melton. 

Foreign earned income 


includes the salary plus the fringe 
benefits such as accommoda- 
tion, a company car, school 
expenses for children, home 
leave. Interest and dividends do 
not qualify for the exclusion. 

According to Melton there are 
many US taxpayers in the Gulf 
who earn 570,000 and more. 

Stressed 

Another new feature of the 
complex US income tax system is 
that children above the age of 
five and other dependents must 
also have their own social 
security number. This is intended 
to stop taxpayers from claiming 
dependents they should not 
H«tm or who do not exist. Each 
dependent a taxpayer claims 
reduces the lax. 

Milton stressed that green 
card holders and other aliens 
who were physically present in 
the US for a substantial period of 
time must file a tax return for 
1987. 

Some of the benefits that 


American tax payers used to 
enjoy before the Tax reform Act 
of 1986 were withdrawn partly 
because of the law tax rates. But 
the rates are being lowered in 
1988 while the items were 
repealed in 1987. 

Among them are the exclusion 
for dividends, income averaging, 
the itemised deduction for state 
and local sales taxes, the 60 per 
cent for long term capital gams. 
Lhe deduction for married cou- 
ples when both are working and 
the credit for political contribu- 
tions. “The changes brought 
more equity into the income tax 
systems. More people will feel 
that the system is far,” said Mel- 
ton.

Hesaid the trade figures would 
reflect the falling exchange rate 
of the dollar against other 
currencies, chiefly the Japanese 
yen and West German mark, and 
the improvement in the quality of 
US exports. - 


Ozal support 
fails to hold up 
Turkish lira 

ISTANBUL. Feb 10, (Reuter): 
The Turkish lira dropped again 
today, ending a brief reaiyery 
after attempts by Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal to support it. 

The lira was trading at 1334 
lira to the dollar and 783 lira to 
the mark in the Istanbul baza a r, 
weaker than when Ozal announ- 
ced a support package on 
February 4. 

“Tahtakale has won," said a 
banner headline in left-leaning 
Cumhuriyet newspaper, refer- 
ring to the T urkish name fort he 
oflia ally-tolerated black market 
in the Istanbul bazaar. 

Prices 

The rates, nine per cent lower 
than the lira’s best prices when it 
recovered on February 5, were 
edging close to record lows in 
January. 

The February 4 support pack- 
age included raising maximum 
liiadeposil interest rates to 65 per 
cent and strong warnings to 
banks to keep to central bank 
foreign exchange rules. 

Oral’s package also included 
strong incentives for exporters 
and banks to repatriate foreign 
currency earnings. 

The rate in the bazaar was 17 
per cent above the official central 
bank of 1 145 for today. 

The bazaar is a small market, 
but influential in that it directly 
affects the amount of commis- 
sion that banks charge for their 
foreign cunency transactions. 


TOKYO, Feb 10, (UPI): The 
Japanese may be burdened with 
the world’s highest consumer 
prices, but they are becoming 
avid and sophisticated buyers of 
international goods ranging 
from diamonds to doughnuts. 

Despite incomes among the 
highest in the world, the pro- 
hibitive cost of land had made 
prospects of home ownership so 
dim that many people — 
especially the young — are spen- 
ding large sums on food, gadgets, 
jewellery and hobbies. 

Although savings rates remain 
high in Japan — 16 per cent of 
income, compared with about 6 
per cent in the United States — 
the government is encouraging 
people to buy more imports to 
cut its worldwide trade surplus 
and to spend more at home to 
stimulate the domestic economy. 

The rising yen — up some 60

winch has jumped 18.5 jjehcfebr'" 1 
since 1985 to a monthly average 
of 51, 900. 

The flag carriers of this spend- 


ing-spree mentality may be the 
young, the first generation to 
grow up amid the affluence 
spawned by postwar economic 
growth. 

Importance 

- But the importance placed on 
leisure time, material goods and 
spending by the ‘shifajinnri.' or 
*new home race,’ may not differ 
that much from their parents, 
who are becoming accustomed 
to the fruits of their own labour. 

Even the man who highlighted 
the ’new human race’ in 
magazine articles last year 
believes the difference between 
today’s young people and their 
parents is more style than sub- 
stance. 

“Most of the people in this 
society think money is very 
important.” said Chikushi Tet- 
*uya. editorial writer for the 
Asahi Shimbun newspaper, 
‘^fhcrc, is no difference between 
the-yppnger and older genera- , 
trpnsiiBotb of ttidfo-are so eager / 
lubuy stock and play lift money : 
game.” 

An unorthodox indication of 
what the Japanese are buying 


may be found in what they are 
throwing away. 

On garbage collection days 
many streets are lined with work- 
able televisions, stereos, toasters 
and other household items — 
discar ded because their owners 
have purchased newer models. 

Many foreign residents of 
Japan have furnished their 
houses with such castoffs. 

Jewellery sales are booming. 
Purchases of diamonds from 
South Africa and gold chains 
from Italy increased sharply in 
the last two years, according to 
the jewellery merchants and cus- 
toms officials, in the first half of 
1987 diamond shipments to 
Japan leaped 60 percent despite a 
23 per cent price increase for a 1- 
carat diamond.

' Along with a thirst for con- 
sumer goods, many Japanese are 
developing aiifestyle that lessens 
tftt’ibffrden of: hectic wort i 
. sfchedulesaiid allows them to live 
a lifestyle that suits citizens of 
one of the world's wealthiest 
nations. 


One trend in overcrowded 
Tokyo is health clubs such as 
’Tipness,* a modern showcase of 
parquet floors, leafy indoor 
plants, loud disco music — and a 
waiting list of 500 young people 
who consider the 51,000 annual 
membership fee a bargain. 

In aerobics classes, men and 
women sport stylish leotards that 
range from 543 to 565 at the 
club’s boutique. One typical out- 
fit on display costs 5225. 

Attitude 

Akihito Arikawa, 19, a univer- 
sity student who lives with his 
parents, said the membership fee 
at Tipness is ’cheap' compared 
with other healthdubs in Tokyo. 

His parents pay his tuition and 
living expenses, while he works 
part-time to pay for his hobbies, 
which include cycling — he owns 
a professional-class bicycle — 
movies, clothes and his' club

. He said his parents attitude 
towards money differs from his 
only in what they like to buy. His 
father, an avid gourmet, recently 


spent 5750 on two dozen rare 
mushrooms. 

Another club member, 
Masumi Matsumoto, 32, is a gra- 
phic designer who earns 53.600 a 
month and spends most of her 
money collecting contemporary 
Japanese and American art. She 
spends about 53,000 on an 
average piece. 

Matsumoto said she and her 
husband already have given up 
on buying a house. Instead, she 
and many of her friends are buy- 
ing cars. 

Economists say consumer 
prices in Japan are the highest in 
the world. But falling prices of 
food imports due to the higher 
yen are creating a nation of cos- 
mopolitan gourmets. 

Food imports grew in volume 
by 17.9 per cent in 1986 over the 
previous year, says the quasi- 
goveramental trade ponnotion 
group Jetro. Meat imports 
increased by 34.4 per cent, man- 
goes by 64.4 per cent and wineby 
48.8 per cent. Non-alcoholic 
beverages shot up by 390 per 
cent.

Fed likely to vote to ease 
rates, say economists 

NEW YORK, Feb 10* (Renter): The Federal Open Market 
Committee, the policy-making arm of the US central bank, will 
likely vote this week to ease monetary policy to keep die nation’s 
economy from faltermg, economists said today. Few are predict- 
ing such an overt move as a cot in the Federal Reserve's discount 
rate, the rate at which it lends money to commercial banks. Such a 

ntoyeCTnMimdennme the dollar in the foreign exchange markets, 
they say. Bat many believe the Fed could tolerate an casing in the 
federal funds rate, at which hanks tend each other overnight 
reserves. Almost all the indicators point to a severe weakening in 
the economy,” said Mickey Levy, senior economist with Fidelity 
Bank in Ph ilad elp hia. He predicted toe committee would vote to 
ease rates at a two-day meeting beginning later today. 

“It’s important to avoid a recession and not just for political 
reasons,” Levy said. 

Whatever is decided at the closed-door meeting, (he jittery 
financial markets will not bear of it until the notes of the 
committee's meeting are published some time next month. 
Reagan administration officials have made it dear they would 
welcome a move by the Fed to ease credit to lower business costs 
and prod the stng^sh economy along. 

The White Honse’s chief economic adviser, Beryl SprinkeLhas 
publicly suggested the Fed may be keeping too tight a rein on the 
money supply, and that lower interest rates would help the 
economy. 

US interest rates fell after the Fed poured funds into the 
banking system right after the October 19 stock market crash. 
But since then, the central bank haq held a steady monetary 
policy. Economists say the Fed is now trying to balance concerns 
about the economy with a need to support the dollar. “Periodic 
attacks on the dollar may temporarily constrain policymakers 
and again force more refiance on international coordination.* 1 
said Ward McCarthy, chief economist with Merrill Lynch capital 
markets. The only way ike Umted States could lower interest 
rates without nndmnhxing its currency is if the countries with the 
strongest currencies and economies — West Germany and Japan 
— agreed to lower their interest rates at the same time. 

Environment director appointed 

WORLD Bank president Barber B. Conable this week announ- 
ced the appointment of Kenneth Piddington as director of the 
Bank's recently established Environment Department. Pidding- 
ton is currently Director-General of New Zealand's Department 
of Conservation. He will assume his new position in April. 
Piddington “will play a key role in the top priority area of 
developing strategies to integrate enviro n mental considerations 
into our overall lending, policy and research activities," accord- 
ing to Conable. In an effort to farther strengthen the Bank’s 
environmental work, as wefl as its scientific and technological 
approaches in many of its development sectors, Conable also 
announced the appointment as senior adviser of N. Erik Arrhen- 
ius, currently professor of Management and director of the 
Institute for the Management ofNatural Resources at the Univer- 
sity of Stockholm. 

Citing the importance of environmental issues to the Bank, 
Conable noted that “we recently established an Environmental 
Department, as well as environmental divisions in each of our 
regional operations vice presidencies. We are exceptionally for- 
tunate in being able to attract Piddington and Arrhenius to 
strengthen oar increased effort this area.” Conable added that 
“the World Bank must be a strong force in the environmental 
arena. We most be prepared to assist our member nations in 
ensuring that environmental considerations receive careful atten- 
tion if snstainable development is to beseemed.” 

In 1980 he was appointed his comitry’s first commissioner for 
the environment and in 1986 be became the director-general of the 
Department of Conservation — a angle department created at 
that time from separate environmental agencies.

Iraq gives incentives 
to boost productivity 


BAGHDAD, Feb 10, (Reuter): 
Socialist Iraq said today its heavy 
industry had achieved dramatic 
productivity increases by 
introducing bonuses and profit- 
sharing schemes. 

Heavy Industries Minister 
Abdul Tawab A1 Mullah 
Huwaish told a news conference 
productivity had increased by 69 
percent in the last quarter of ! 987 
over the first quarter. He also 
announced plans for new power 
stations, a petrochemicals com- 
plex and an iron and steel planL 

Huwaish was speaking on the 
first anniversary of a campaign 
for economic and administrative 
reforms ordered by President 
Saddam Hussein. 

Efforts 

The campaign ordered the 
closure or merger of dozens of 
state economic organisations, 
moves to revitalise the private 
sector and efforts to curb infla- 
tion and bureaucracy in Iraq, at 
war with Iran for more than 
seven years. 

Huwaish said his ministry had 
given directors and technicians 
cash incentives of up to 5,000 
dinars ($16,000). double the 
average annual pay of most 
workers. 

Other incentives included 
monthly bonuses and schemes to 
share up to 10 per cent of firms' 


profits, he said. 

He said his ministry had cut 
total manpower by more than 

24.000 by firing expatriates and 
replacing them with locals, who 
had proved to be more efficient. 

The minister announced 
several major projects, including 
a plant to produce a million tyres 
a year due to open in two years. 
He said a contract was ready for 
signing with a foreign firm he did 
not identify. 

The government planned to 
construct beds lo produce 

400.000 tonnes of salt annually, 
cutting out the need for imports. 

A second petrochemical plant 
would be built at Basra, close to 
the warfront with Iran, and 
another fertiliser plant at Mosul 
in the north with a capacity of a 
million tonnes a year. 

A second iron and steel plant 
able to produce a million tonnes 
of sheet iron a year would be built 
in the south, the minister said. 

Products 

He said two new plants would 
together produce 1,370,000 ton- 
nes of phosphate products 
annually from ihecountry’shuge 
reserves. 

Huwaish said his ministry 
would build a 1280-megawatt 
power station in western Iraqand 
a 900-megawatt plant in the 
north.

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Slow growth 
forecast 
for Gulf 


economies 


BAHRAIN, Feb 10, (Reuter) 
Economic growth in Gulf Arab 
states is likely to be curbed in 
1988 by a weak oil market and 
tight government budgets. Gulf 
International Bank said in an 
economic report today. 

“The scope of economic 
growth in 1988 appears to be 
limited,'* said the Rah rain-based 
bank's economist, Henry 
Azzam. 

"The restrained government 
budgets in most Gulf Coopera- 
tion Council (GCC) countries 
may fail to give domestic demand 
the boost needed to compensate 
for the expected drop in oil gross 
domestic product." 

The GCC links Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Qatar. Oman, Saudi 
Arabia and the U AE. 

Azzam said a drop in the pur- 
chasing power of the US dollar, 
to which most GCC currencies 
are tied, tighter bank credit, 
planned increases in import 
duties and a reduction in sub- 
sidies would also dampen domes- 
tic demand. 

Economies 


But he said Gulf economies 
could be expected to consolidate 
gains made in 1987. with the 
private sector geared to play a 
more active role. 

In Saudi Arabia, non-oil gross 
domestic product grew by 0.8 per 
cent in 1987 compared to 
declines of 2.3 per cent in 1 986 
and 5.7 per cent in 1985. Saudi 
Arabia's exports of non-oil 
products rose by 25 per cent and 
the inflation rate was a negative 
1.4 per cent. 

Azzam said developments in 
the Gulfs financial and capital 
markets — Kuwait has issued 
government bonds and Saudi 
Arabia plans to do so — would 
help to check the erosion of 
foreign reserves. 

The Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) had succeeded in stabilis- 
ing oil prices at around SI 8 a 
barrel he said, and prices were 
likely to fluctuate around that 
level well into the next decade. 


South Yemen

THE Arab Fund for Economic 
and Social Development offered 
yesterday four new loans to 
South Yemen and Mauritania to 
the tune of KD9.3 million.

The first loan, amounting to 
KDI.3 million would finance a 
project for making better use of 
"A1 Qalab" ore steel mines. 

The scheme is designed to 
boost the mines' annual output 
to keep pace with rising demand. 

The second loan, worth KDI 
million would benefilconvertible 
industries and traditional fishing 
sectors.

Managing director and chief 
executive Glen Renfrew said in a 
statement thaL the 12 months to 
December 31. 1987. had been

Renfrew said Reuters bad

The Bank of Communications 
(BOC) opened amid much 
publicity in Shanghai last April, 
the first bank in Communist 
China not to be run by the state. 

BOC is controlled by share- 
holders. with 50 per cent of 
shares owned by People's Bank 
of China, 40 per cent by firms and 
local authorities and 10 percent 
by individuals. 

System 

It was founded to give (he 
country a better banking system 
by competing with the four state 
banks which have enjoyed a 
monopoly in their respective sec- 
tors — agriculture, the cities, 
foreign exchange and construc- 
tion. 

Since it was started, the bank 
has set up 17 new offices with 
turnover of more than 5.2 billion 
yuan ($1.4 billion) and total 
deposits of more than 2.8 billion 
yuan ($756 million), the Econ- 
omic Daily said. 

But BOC is being obstructed in 
its plans to set up a national 
branch network by local govern- 
ments demanding the right to 
choose branch managers and 
thus control funds, and by banks 
resisting BOC's attempts to 
attract clients.

Soviets increase grain imports 


WASHINGTON, Feb 10. (AP): 
The Soviet Union produced its 
third-Iargest total grain harvest 
fast year, but a drop in wheat 
output and quality has forced 
Moscow to import huge quan- 
tities of bread grain, the Agricul- 
ture Department said today. 

Much of the imported wheat 
has come from the United States 
under a subsidy programme that 
allows selected foreign cus- 
tomers to buy farm commodities 
at prices below US market levels. 

Last month the Soviet Union 
officially reported the 1 987 grain 
crop by 21 1 .3 million metric tons, 
up slightly from 210.1 million 
tons in 1986. the first back-to- 
back harvests of more than 200 
million tons. 

Largest 

According to the report’s 
annual listings, the 1987 harvest 
was the largest since the record 
outpti&of 237.4 million kfns in 
1978. The next biggest was 223.8 
million tons in 1976. 

The USDA had been estimat- 
ing last year’s Soviet harvest at 
210 million tons. Although Mos- 
cow did not include a breakdown 
for 1 987 production of all grains, 
department experts estimated 
last year’s wheat harvest at 80.5 
million tons, well below the 92.3 
million tons produced in 1 986. 


“Not only is the 1987 Soviet 
wheat crop estimated to be down 
from last year's good harvest, but 
quality was apparently also 
affected by adverse harvesting 
wheather.” the department 
reported. “Reflecting this. 


bread-quality wheal and durum

(wheat for pasta) have accounted 
for about 90 per cent of Soviet 
wheat purchases to date." 

The current Soviet purchasing 


pattern is in sharp contrast to a 


year ago when feed wheal for 
livestock accounted for nearly a 
fourth of the wheat imports. 

Even so, the Soviet Union’s 
total grain imports are substan- 
tial and are estimated at 32 
million metric tons in the 1 987-88 
trade year which runs through 
June 30. That is up I million tons 
from the forecast a month ago 
and compares with 28.5 million . 


tons imported from all sources in 
1986-87. 

The report said that of the 32 
million tons Lhe Soviets are 
expected to import in 1987-88. 
purchases of US wheat total S.l 
million tons. 

A metric ton is approximately 
2.205 pounds and is equal to 36.7 
bushels of wheat or soybeans, or 
39.4 bushels of corn. 

Meanwhile, the 1987 Soviet 
harvest included record yields of 
coarse grains such as rye, barley, 
oats. corn, sorghum and milieu, 
which have resulted in smaller 
purchases of coarse grain and 
feed wheal from foreign sup- 
pliers. 

Sales of US wheat to the Soviet 
Union have involved subsidy 
arrangements under the depart- 
ment's Export Enhancement 
Programme, or EEP.

Kuwait is to lend KD 2.35 
million to Damascus to expand 
an electricity network in central 
Syria, Kuwaiti officials said. 

They said the agreement .was 
signed today by Abdul WahabAl 
Badr, Deputy Director-General 
of the Kuwaiti Fund for Arab 
Economic Development, and 
Humaid Mer'i, Syria's Deputy 
Planning Minister. 

The money will "be spent on 
expanding the Mahrdeh power 
gnd near the city of Homs to 
meet an increasing demand for 
energy, Syrian officials said. 
Work wasi expected to be com- 
pleted by mid- 1 988. 

Kuwait lent KD7 million to 
Syria in 1 985 to help finance the 
Mahrdeh network.

• The answer to this problem is the same no matter what 
the distance is between Montgomery and Shaftsbury.

after you've tied the knot (4), put a quantity of nuts or 
candy inside the bag, pushing it all the way to the top.

Now use the same move you did when you pulled the 
napkin out from under the bowl. Only this rime you are 
bringing the load bag up behind the napkin at the same 
time. The attention of the audience will be on the bowl in 
front of you as the folds of the napkin fall around the load 
bag and hide it. (14). Your left hand picks up the dish, 
takes it underneath, inside the folds of the napkin, and 
vou shake the naokin and the load bae at thesame time.

N.Korea io 
give final

TOKYO, Feb 10, (Reuter): 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC) President Juan 
Antonio Samaranch said Pyon- 
gyang would give a final answer 
on participating in the Seoul 
Olympics next month, Yomiuri 
Smnpun reported today. 

Samaranch, interviewed by 
the Japanese newspaper at the 
Calgary Winter Olympics, said 
North Korean Olympic Com- 
mittee c hair man Kim Yu-Sun 
told him be wou Id negotiate with 
South Korea later this month 
and promised a final answer next 
month. 

Pyongyang announced, before 
the January 17 deadline set for 
countries to indicate whether 
they would participate, that it 
would boycott the games unless, 
they were shared between Pyon- 
gyang and Seoul. It also said it 
would continue to negotiate with 
South Korea. 

Tension between the two 
countries has increased since 
Seoul accused Pyongyang of 
planting a bomb on a South 
Korean airliner in November, 
killing all 1 15 people on board. 

In Seoul, a Sports Ministry 
spokesman said today South 
Korea could not agree to any 
Olympic talks not involving the 
IOC. 

IOC President Juan Antonio 
SamaraBch -chaired four rounds 
of talks in an attempt to resolve 
the bitter North-South dispute 
before making Pyongyang a 
“take-it-or-leave-it” offer to 
stage some of the 1988 summer 
games events. 

“Our position is that any fur- 
ther Olympic talks without 
involving the IOC are meaning- 
less,” the spokesman in Seoul 
said. 

“The door is still open for 
North Korea to take part in the 
games. And we are still willing to 
give the North the games events 
incl uded in the IOC package,” he 
added.

At 14, Seba Johnson is the youn- 
gest skier at the Winter Olym- 
pics, the first black female ever to 
take part in the Alpine events at 
the Games and the only com- 
petitor without a proper pair of 
skis. 

Waxed 

While the pampered stars of 
the Swiss and Austrian, teams 
choose from the very best equip- 
ment on offer and have their skis 
carefully prepared and waxed by 
their own servicemen, Johnson is 
planning to borrow a decent pair. 

Then, as sole member of the 
American Virgin Islands Alpine 
t«nw, she will have to wax them 
herself. 

Though Johnson cannot hope 
to compete on equal terms, her 
participation in the 1988 Games 
is more than a mere flight of 
fantasy. 

“Her aim here is just to finish,” 
her mother Suzanne Johnson 
told Reuters. “She wants to get 


experience so that she can 
become Olympic champion in 
four years time.” 

Johnson has been mad about 
skiing ever since her mother took 
her on a trip to New England 
when she was seven years old. 
She saw a junior race and was 
instantly hooked. 

Recalls 

Mrs Johnson still recalls her 
words — “Mum, 1 want to be a 
ski racer. Please help me.” 
Though mum was far from an 
avid skier herself, there was no 
going back from then on. 

But the road to Calgary has 
been paved with setbacks and 
sacrifices. A painter with no 
steady income, Mrs Johnson 
simply lacked the finances to 
spawn a superstar in what is an 
expensive sport. 

Equipment had to be begged 
or borrowed, savings had to be 
made to pay for training on 
slopes aU over the United Slates. 

“She took to skiing straight 


away, she was a natural,” her 
mother said. “She's done really 
well. She borrowed equipment 
and skied on the samephrof skis 
for years. She went into small 
races and started winning them 
so we put her in bigger ones.” 
Prompted 

Mrs Johnson comes from New 
Hampshire but Seba was bom in 
St Croix in the Virgin Islands and 
her background prompted the 
idea of taking pan in the Olym- 
pics for her country of birth. 

“We contacted the Virgin 
Islands who were just forming an 
Olympic team for the first time so 
they accepted,” she said. The 
problem as always was money. 
“We had to agree to fund it our- 
selves.” 

The highlight of Seba's brief 
career came in Calgary on Sun- 
day when she was allowed to 
train with the powerful Swiss 
team which swept all five gold 
medals at last year’s world cham- 
pionships.
